Oh 
you're busy. I’ll come back in a minute... 

Pursey-No you're alright.stay there. 

RADIO ONK-Did you make any money out 

of it? 





Pursey-Yeah,we made a living... 

Parsons-But we’d have made more if we 
were painters & decorators. 

Pursey-We got ripped off. 

Max-A lot of people think you made a lot of 
money from it..i’ll tell you what I got from 
a Number One record Jim-£240!! That's all I 
got. 

("2 Pints of lager and a packet of 
crisps",which Max was referring to didn't 
actually make No. 1,but actually No.7 in the 
National charts,but that hardly makes a 
difference considering the subject) 
Pursey-Here,that's live on Radio One! Max 
gets half a monkey,Oasis get an Alan 
Shearer! 

Max’s Manager-And that sold 350,000 
copies! 

(A general silence of disbelief surrounds the 
room..) 

RADIO ONP-Have you got any regrets? 

Parsons-The whole point is that all the 
bullshit in life should he got over. Don't get 
hitter about a had dccision-just don't do it 
again! 

Pursey-I don’t have a chip on my shoulder. 













I don’t get bitter. 

RADIO ONE-So why did you stop the band 

in the early 80's? 

Parsons-We stopped playing because people 
were trying to turn us into pop-punks. 
Pursey-He's lying! He actually got very 
much into the idea of balsa wood! We 
stopped because it got completely out of 
control with the way in which we were being 
portrayed as this heavy Oi!,Nazi,Madnessy 
band. What on earth was going on? If 
there's ever a regret it's that we didn't stop 
it in time to save us from the bad times we 
had,but how can that be a regret cos we're 
here now to show people what we are,rather 
than just in old newsprint. 

(the door rattles again,and in walks 
JOHNNO,a 51 year old ex-Hells Angel Punk 
who's been a Sham fan for 20 years. This 
guy is old! And pissed. But who gives a 
fuck,he's pleasing himself.) 

Pursey-Alright there? How’s things? 

RADIO ONE-Who are you and can you tell 

us what you're doing here? 

Johnno-This is my 70th Sham gig tonight,I 
used to be there at the beginning and used 
to get beat up cos I was a punk. It's like he 
says,all the fascists used to beat up the 
punks. But that never stopped us going. We 
just stood at the back,away from them... 
Pursey-It was then that I used to cry my 
eyes out. Have you ever had a fascist hold a 
knife to your throat? I have. Had a gun 
pointed to your head? I have. 

RADIO ONE-OK,so tell us who you are.. 

Johnno-l'm Johnno. I'm 51,been a punk 20 
years. Had jaw bust at gigs..my wife got 
killed,I was a Hells Angel in the 60's,and I 
met this guy called Captain Sensible. He told 
me about this band called the Sex Pistols. I 
saw them,then there was no turning back... 
(Pursey explains his looks to the tape-’Don't 
get this idea of a sad old bastard who looks 
like a trainspotter. He looks absolutely 
wonderful. He's got earrings coming out of 
his eyeballs and nostrils,he's tattooed all 
over his head. He doesn’t look like your 
Grandad!") 

RADIO ONE-So why do you listen to punk? 

Johnno-They sing about what's happening to 
the country. They sing about important 
issues. 

Pursey-Most people his age listen to the 
Stones What does Bill Clinton listen to? So 
if anyone's at home taking the piss out of 
him and you listen to the Stones-you’re a 
sad flick. 

Johnno-1 believe in punk. It's the wav you 
are. Punk’s an attitude. People like Jimmy 


and Captain Sensible have kept me going 
over the years. 

Pursey-And he’s been keeping me going too. 
He paid my electric bill last week! He said 
"I've been to 70 gigs,how much have you 
earnt from me?". I said "You’ve now paid 
my last electric bill"! 

RADIO ONE-So are you the oldest punk in 

the world? 

Mark Perry-ATV have got a fan who's 72 in 
Canada,Raymonnde. He’s got to be the oldest 
punk in the world. 

Pursey-What about my Nan? She's 89 years 
old and she's been on the last Sham 
album,she’s done modelling for the NME,all 

kinds of stuff. She's got to be the oldest 
punk in the world. 

Parsons-She's only 89? What about Charlie 
Harper? Ha! 

Pursey-Oh yeah,Charlie,I forgot about him! 
Johnno-Charlie's a year older than me. And 
it's great to see him still going. People say 
to me "Punk's dead". How many punks are 
here today? Have you been here all day? 
Radio 1-No. Only since 6. 

Johnno-What? You've been sick? Ha ha., 
why aren’t this band getting loads of money 
and Oasis are? 















Radio 1-1 don’t know.. 

Pursey-What would we want with loads 
more money? We’d only buy loads more 
drugs or something! 

Perry-ril fucking have it then if you don’t 
want it OK?! 

Pursey-Yeah you can have it Mark. The 
amazing thing to me is that X Ray Spex are 
out there now,and they’re getting £5000! 
Sham are getting £2000. And they haven’t 
even got Poly Styrene in the band! We've 
sold more records than all those bands out 
there,but we're happy with where we are 
because we’re the underdog again. I always 
like being an underdog,don’t you? 

RADIO ONE-So you’ve seen Sham 69 70 

times..is that a record? 

Johnno-No. I’ve seen the Damned 223 times. 
Pursey-Wow! first past the post,the Damned 
with 223! 

Johnno-No. The UK Subs have my record- 
301 times! 

RADIO ONE-Bloody hell!! Right,Mark,I want 

to talk about "SNIFFING GLUE" fanzine. 

How did it start? 

Pferry-It was a necessity at the time,cos 
when punk first started the music papers 
weren’t covering it. The Ramones had a song 
called "Sniffing Glue",and glue sniffing is the 
lowest form of drug taking,so we just took 
the title from there. 

RADIO ONE-Are you still into it? 

Perry-What-sniffing glue? Ha! 

Pursey-l am cos i'm so hard up! 

Perry-I am yeah. But it's the attitude that's 
important. I mean the fashion is 
nonsense,it's the attitude that’s important. 

It’s not important that you've got pink 
hair.it*s the way in which you get on with 
your life. 


Yet more Mark Perry 
and Sham ... 

RADIO ONE-So pink hair isn't punk? 

Perry-In the original wave we didn't have 
pink hair,we made very simple changes to 
existing clothes. Punk was just a reaction of 
things at the time. Those mohawks out there 
watching GBH must spend 3 hours on their 
hair-that's not punk. Punk is just going out 
there and being what you wanna be. Don't 
spend all that time worrying about what 
your hair looks like-that's nonsense. 

RADIO ONE-Danny Baker was part of 



"Sniffing Glue"-tell me a bit about him., 

Perry-Danny wasn't a punk,he was always 

into the showbiz side of things. 

RADIO ONE-What were your sales like? 

Perry-The last issue sold 20,000 copies. We 

only stopped it because we thought it had 
run it’s course. 

RADIO ONE-What are your impressions of 

the festival? 

Perry-I think it's important that people do 
see it all. It is about GBH and it is about 
Sham. They’ve all got their place in punk, 
and all the crowds can mix fine-as long as 
people use the right attitude. I saw a bit of 
GBH earlier. That was exciting. I think the 
small room was better than the big one... 
HELLO DARLING! 

(He wanders off on a sad chat up line.much 
to a young lady's horror) 

And that's about it. Thanks to STU and er 
RADIO ONE(!!)for their help.

Interview conducted in August at the 
"Holidays in the Sun" festival in 
Blackpool ... 

Right,if i'm a cynical old git,I could say that 

this weekend is just a nostalgia trip for a load 

of sad old gits..what do you say to that? 

Mike(vocals)-When we were out there doing it 
we were anti nostalgia,but nostalgia is a 
powerful force. It’s become a bit clonish now, 
but it wasn't about the way you look 
originally. X Ray Spex will tell you about 
'Identity',and it was about a human feeling at 
the time. 

How did you feel when you got the phone call 

to play this gig? 

Roger(keyboards/guitar)-Well we've finally 
come back into fashion-fuck Oasis,we were 
doing it ages ago. We couldn't make 
Knebworth tomorrow though.. 

Mike-We hadn't seen each other for ages and 
someone phoned us up. So we said 'yeah we'll 
do the gig". It's been a very strange 
experience. 

Why did you form the band originally? 

Scott(guitar)-It was just a laugh really. 

Mike-Oh,come on! In the 70’s it was all 
bloody disco. John Travolta fever and thick 
women dancing round their handbags. It was 
dead normal and we didn't want any of that— 
that was a bag of shit. We were 16 and full 
of life! So that's why we did it. 

So do you think punk changed anything? 

Scott-No,definately not. 

Roger-People’s bank balances,most notably 
Malcolm McLaren's. 

Mike-He marketed the revolution very well. 

It had a knock on effect,and that did influence 
a hell of a lot of people! It made people aware 
that life was for living. 

Roger-Rveryone was thinking it! But not a lot 
were doing it. It gave us a chance to see how 
' things were. It’s just a pity you didn’t think 
about how people misconstrue you when you 
become a threat. I never put politics into it.it 
was just the music. Though if you can put a 
message across OK then ycah-go for it. 


Mike-It makes you think and you become 
very anti-society. Basically it stopped us 
getting on in a career and that,but i’d never 
change it cos I learned a lot more from the 
University of Life. 

You were more a part of the second wave of 

punk-how do you reflect on that now? 

Scott-It had gone a stage further. That wasn't 
why we started. People dressed to be like 
punks. It's not changed mush has it? 

Mike-1 was influenced by Crass and that. 
When that got knocked on the head I was 
lost. I had nothing to do then. It was 
terrible! I think,looking back to the 80's,there 
was definately 2 channels for punk-we ended 
up in the wrong one! 

Roger-That was Garry Bushell trying to 
create us as football hooligans. There were 
only 2 of us who ever went to football. It 
was putting labels on people and in the end it 
split up the movement. 



So what do you think about this gig? 
Roger-Punk’s 20 years old. There’s kids here 
who weren’t even born when it all kicked 
off,and I think they have the right to see it. 
Scott-It's not the same as it was 15 years 
ago. It's a different atmosphere again now. 
We’re just gonna have a laugh. 

Mikc-We reformed just for this gig,and the 
reasons we're doing it are selfish reasons.we 
used to enjoy the camaderie and are trying to 
regain that feeling. It'll probably be the last 
time we get a chance. We're not interested in 
what anybody else thinks... 























What do you think was the worst thing to 

come out of punk? 

Scott-The worst thing that came out of punk 
was all that (7/e puts his hand up on his head, 
spikey mohican style )'Spare lOp please!”., 
there's hundreds of them. That bloke from 
the Drones was saying they all look different, 
but to me they don't..they all look the same. 
But there's some cool looking skinheads with 
big sideburns... 

Roger-They're here for Sham 69 

What was the best thing to come from it? 

Mike-I always thought that punk was a crap 
name. Well as soon as I heard "Anarchy in 
the UK",I got rid of every record i'd ever 
owned,all the Led Zeppellin stuff and all 


that,everybody did that though. But the best 
thing about it was it gave us a chance. As 
before you had to be involved with massive 
record companies and play perfectly to get a 
record out. But punk gave a lot of people a 
chance to be creative and to do it themselves 
on their own terms. £500 for 1000 records, 
bosh! You had a single out! No compromising 
about titles,music,track lengths,lyrics. That's 
what it should go back to..being creative.

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Apologies to any dyslexic readers who thought they 
were about to read an interview with a shite Irish 
band .... 

I first heard these on an old Manchester compilation 
(so old i’ve forgotten what they sound like!), but the 
next time I came across them was 17 years later at 
"Holidays in the Sun”. Er..tell a lie-1 was in the pub 
next door. But thankfully STU CONTROL is more 
’serious' about his journalism and donated this great 
interview. If only TODAY'S so called 'independant' 
bands had this much to say... Over to you,Stu... 



V first met V2's bassist(Stan),and guitarist(Mark) on the Friday evening whilst at the bar 
during the opening ceremony of triple vodkas and lime, and instantly clocked that they were 
a pair of jokers,always ready to steal the limelight at the drop of a hat, but essentially a 
decent couple of geezers. I'd promised to interview them Saturday,but it wasn't till late 
Sunday I caught up with them again. All the worse for wear,and four over the eight, we 
discuss the ups and downs of being a popstar in your own clique.. 1! 

What's your impression of this gig? 

Stan-A load of old farts trying to make as much money as they can. 

Mark-And a load of young ones too. We're making as much as we can this weekend. Fuck 
-why not? Every other fucker is! 

Stan-We’ve made about £8 so far! Ha ha! 

Tell me about the music scene back when you started,and how you got involved in punk., 

Stan-ln Manchester it came from the gay Bowie scene,people who liked having wierd hair 

do's went into these clubs,as they’d get battered anywhere else. In 'normal' clubs,all these 
blokes with Kevin Keegan hair do’s would beat you up if you looked ’wierd’.. 

Mark-It happened at the age when we were ripe for it. The alternative was the Eagles or 
Tina Charles. It was so basic because we thought "we can do that",and as we couldn’t play 
very well it suited us. You didn't have to do too many solos! 

What were your ambitions when the band first kicked off? 

Mark-We wanted to be pop stars! We did one gig,then by the 4th we were there. People 
today haven't heard of us but in our own little clique we were pop stars!! No doubt about 
that matey! 

How did punk affect you as a band? 

Stan-You get an attitude don't you. And that sticks. You say "bollocks" to things.rather 
titan "OK boss".. 
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There's many different myths about where punk came from-which one do you believe? 

Stan-Like we said,locally it came from the Bowie scene. Bowie played Manchester in 76,we 

were going to see him and we saw all these people with real wierd hair do’s and stranger 
clothes than we were wearing! 

Mark-They turned out to be Siouxsie and her crew giving out handouts for a Pistols gig. 
They were saying "Fuck Bowie,come to this". But being dimwits we ignored it and the next 
week in the Bowie club we were the only people there as all the other fuckers had gone to 
see the Pistols. We was like "Where the fuck is everybody?". It took us a while to realise. 

So do you think punk changed anything? 

Mark-I think it may have helped to get the Tories in. After punk came along people were 
that frightened by it all they went dead right wing and straight.. 

Stan-Mark actually invented it(punk)you know? 

Mark-The Pistols came round my house and said "Show us punk Mark because Malcolm's 
been trying to show us but he's useless". Do they mention me now? Do they fuck. That 
was a long time ago now though.. 1947 I think! 

What about personally-how did punk change you as a person? 

Mark-It stopped me having a job and gave me a chance to lead a life that didn’t have 
anything to do with the industrial revolution. All I would have ever done was work in a 
factory,so it stopped all that. I haven’t had a proper job since the late 1970's,but have still 
earned enough money to survive. It's a perceptual change-or something like that ha ha.. 
How do you define 'a proper job'? 

Mark-Something you don’t want to do. 

Stan-A 9-5 with some fucker mothering you. "Where have you been til this time?" "Oh 
sorry Mr Grimshaw,my alarm didn't go off". You don’t need that do you? 


"The stuff that's happening here today isn't 
really punk rock... they're doing what they're expected 
to do. Real punks always went against the grain" 


So by 1979,the media had declared punk ’dead'. What are your opinions on the way they 

treated punk? 

Mark-They did what they've always done in this country. In Dictatorial countries-they 
stamp on you so hard there’s always a mess and something spurts up,but what this society 
does is smother you and absorb you. They let you have a house,a car or some money then 
you become part of their machine. That way they keep you quiet cos you become scared 
you might lose it. 

So what did punk mean to you? 

Stan-If you talk to anyone who was there at the start,they'll tell you it’s about energy not 
youth. If you've still got the energy then you can still do it no matter how old you are. 
This stuff that's happening here isn’t punk rock in a way,cos they’re doing what they're 
expected to do. Real punks always went against the grain. You were always looking to 
change things. 

Mark-The changes became too fast in the end cos you’d scrap a set of songs because you 
thought they were too old and past their best,yet people had just bought your record and 
went mad because you didn't play any songs off it! 

In 1980/81 a second wave of punk came along. What were your feelings about that? 

Stan-It was shite. Absolute shite. The 3 chord thing had already been done,they were 

doing nothing new and still aren’t. You had bands like The Exploited who were copying 
bands prior to them then you had bands copying the Exploited and then hands copying 
them' It’s all the same tune! If someone had the halls to get up there and do a Carpenters 
tune or slag off the audience.that d he punk rock! They're all there with these Chicken- 
Head hairdo's(Mohicans)so the hands should wind them up and take the piss out of them. 




























make them think about how they're copying one another. But instead the bands are up 
there going "Arggghh!! Fuck shit bollocks".. Sorry! 

Mark-They don't know what it's really about. They're just doing a bastardised version of 
what it originally was. Fair enough,they got a simplified version of it and boiled it down 
basically. But they do have good hair do's,i’ll give them that. Imagine waking up one 
morning with one of these fuckers and having to use a lot of hairspray to get it up. 

"Sorry i’m late Mr Grimshaw,! couldn't get it up this morning" Ha ha ha!! 

So what made you so special then? 

Stan-We always tried to do something different at each show. We'd wind people up. We 
faked an electric shock once. The singer got pissed off with people gobbing and throwing 
beer at him. So halfway through the set he fell on the floor and started to scream and 
throw himself about. All the security beat the shit out of the lot who were throwing beer 
so they thought they were gonna lose their licence at the club if someone died. He was 
gonna get up and say "Ha! You've been had!",but decided against it when he saw teeth and 
blood flying everywhere! It stopped all the shit coming up on stage though,and we didn’t 
have to pay for the PA cos the bloke thought there was something wrong with it! 

Mark-We used to set ourselves on fire..a bit fucking stupid that was wasn't it? 

So come 1990ish,the media took hold of the Seattle scene and christened it 'the new punk'-

Stan-They were the people who listened to punk when they were kids. The thing about 
Nirvana,who were probably the best known band from that scene,is they took punk and 
made it their own. They’re not doing what's expected of them. 

Mark-THEY’RE NOT DOING ANYTHING AT ALL NOW! HA HA! 

Stan-Yeah well,even that was a bit punk rock weren't it? 

Mark-But he was someone who was mentally ill and would have done it if he was famous 
or not.. 

Stan-Well I asked him about that just now. He's in there y'know? That wasn’t real! He did 
an Elvis! 

Mark-Oh,is that who it was? 

Stan-Yeah..he had all this money hanging out of his back pocket from the insurance. 

So does it bother you that the music media are only interested in USA bands now? We had 

the whole Nirvana thing.now we've got the Green Day thing.. 

Mark-The Americans are the dominant culture,the modern day Romans. You look at 
Blackpool tower and it's got 'Pepsi' written all over it. What the fuck is Pepsi? A load of 
shite that nobody really likes but they're too scared to say so incase they look untrendy. 

How much influence has US music had on you? 

Stan-Absolutely none..except the Ramones,everybody hung their guitars really low and now 
we’re 40 we'ye all got bad backs...but apart from the Ramones,none. 

Mark-I'm a fucking hunchback now after all that. 

So as pop stars in your own clique,did you earn much cash out of the game? 

Mark-Now more than then... 

Stan-l'll tell you a little story. Our manager came in one day and said "Congratulations, 
you've sold your first 1000 singles-do you want a pint?". I was drinking the pint and I 
thought "Hold on..everybody I know.and everybody they know has got this,and you’re 
telling us we’ve only sold 1000?". I then pressed a single for another band and the bloke 
at the pressing plant said "Oh,you're in V2 aren't you? I built my extension off your 
single!"...they’d fucking pressed 20,000!! And we got a couple of beers! Thanks a lot.Les. 

I worked it out that 1 was owed about £8,000,that's about £25,000 now. That could've 
changed my life. 

So where did all the money go? 

Stan-Up the manager's nose I think! 

Mark-And the tight cunt didn't give us a sniff of that either' 

Stan-I'm just laughing about the time we had to get a nightbus home. It was full of 
meatheads upstairs looking to hatter punks. We were scratching to get together 20p for 
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our fares. We'd just played to 1,000 people and we got mobbed after and we were ona 
fucking nightbus! Oh,those were the days! 

What did you make of the Pistols comeback gig this year? 

Mark-Magic! Exactly what you shouldn't do! Do what you're not supposed to... 

Stan-Honestly,who the fuck would say no to half a million pounds each or something 
ridiculous to play a tour? Good luck to them. 

Mark-You don't get shit when you're older..that's a myth. The marketing people love 
youth,as they can sell anything to dimwit pimple dicks cos they're all thick. They'll buy 
fucking anything if they think it’ll get ’em a shag. But when you get older you get a bit 
discerning. 

Do you think people are thick or are they just naive? 

Mark-It's the same fucking thing isn't it? The marketing people should do that so that 
everybody has to get knocked and made to look stupid,it's the only way most people learn. 
Fuck it,we all went through it ha ha! 


"The marketing people love Youth-they can sell 
anything to dimwitted pimple dicks cos they're all 
thick-they'll buy fucking anything if they think it'll 
get 'em a shag..” 

So what was the best thing to come out of punk then? 

Stan-The best thing to come out of punk was PUNK cos it changed the music scene. 

Mark-Yeah! When it was really happening it was great,but it got so big and dimwitted that 
you couldn’t be bothered with it after a while because it got thick. 

Stan-Before that it was humourous,but you were in on the joke. It's like the Beatles at the 
Cavern,all the people at the Cavern were pissed off when the Beatles got big cos it was 
their scene that was being exploited. That's what it was like on telly,once TV picks up on 
things,everyone wants a piece of it and the original fans get pissed off. That's another 
thing with punk thoughts soon as a band gets a record in the charts the fans go "Oh 
you've sold out". All it means is you’re more accessible to the average Joe Mug. It doesn't 
mean you think you own the world! 

Mark-That's the thing we've never been-accessible. People can't treat us like they own us. 
You've got to be above your audience,not saying "We’re better than you".but if you pay 
money to get. in somewhere you want to see a show. Not a stationary buffoon standing 
there like a mannequin doll for Christ sake! 

What's the worst thing to come out of punk? 

Mark & Stan-This punk reunion. 

How does this differ from 77? 

Stan-lt's still good fun but this time round people are making a few quid as well. 

Mark-It's not as real now. But there's..I dunno..5,000? kids having the time of their lives 
out there,so it must've done something. People know how to put on a show now. 

Many thanks to the band and Stu for their time. For other ”Holidays in the Sun” 
interviews buy the latest ”Control” zine-details after Not Sensibles interview. You'll 
probably have a hard job tracking down V2's stuff but they had a 7” out(”Speed freak”), a 
J2”(”Man in the box”)and if I remember right,the comp they were on was ”Identity Crisis” 
all from around 1979 or thereabouts.
